2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
anticipate nor render obviousness as to the step of performing a first and second post anneal 
wherein the first anneal is done in an oxygen environment and the second is done in a inert 
environment insitu, where the second anneal is performed at a lower temperature than the first 
anneal.
